DARTMOOR PRISON R IO T - 
Americans have a reason for being interested in the recent riots 
at Dartmoor prison, in England, quite aside from the fact that the Eng­ 
lish are ti} ng to blame the riot on subversive American influences;. 
A liulo more the : a century ago Dartmoor prison was very much on 
the American mind, and many thousand Americans got a much closer 
view of it than they might have wished. 
Dartmoor prison was built in 1809 as a war prison, and was 
designed originally for the accommodation of captured French soldiers. 
But as the in tensity of the pressure g. crated by the Napoleonic War 
increased, Dartmoor got an “American i. gle.” 
I his. oddly enough, came abou because England was having 
a terribly hard time finding seamen enough to man her fleet. 
From 
stopping neutral merchantment to take off and press into the naval 
service such English-born sailors as might be aboard, it was only a step 
to seizing American seamen as w ell; and presently, the situation hav­ 
ing become intolerable, the United States went to war. 
So, in addition to Napoleon’s soldiers, Dartmoor began to 
house American sailors as well— at first only a few, but later on, as 
English frigates began sweeping up the innumerable and impudent 
American privateersmen, several thousand of them. 
A prisoner of war never has a very soft life, war-time prisons 
being, without exception, comfortless places; but Dartmoor seems to 
have been something special. 
The accommodations were poor and 
the food was vile; and the governor of the prison was a hard-boiled 
officer who ruled with a maximum of severity and a minimum of dis­ 
cretion. 
The climax came when he ordered the guards to fire repeated 
volleys into the ranks of prisoners massed in the an open courtyard, 
after a mild bit of insubordination had taken place. 
All this, of course, is very ancient history now, and the anger 
that Dartmoor aroused on this side of the ocean has long since van­ 
ished. 
But it does give the recent disturbances at Dartmoor a pe­ 
culiar interest for Americans.

W ashington, Feb. 2.—(U.R>—Calvin Coolidge may have been president 
of the United States illegally for 14 days, l l hours and 58 m inutes in 
August, 1923, the United Press learned exclusively today. 
This became known today when Judge Adolph August H oehling Jr., 
form er associate justice of the supreme court of the District of Columbia, 
for the first tim e broke silence and related the circum stances of the second 
and “legal” presidential oath taken by Coolidge. 
“The second oath was repeated to m e by Calvin Coolidge on August 
17, 1923, at 2:45 P. M. in a private suite of rooms on the fourth floor of the 
New W illard H otel in W ashington, D. C.,” Judge HoelUing said in a tele­ 
phonic interview from his home in Chevy Chase, Md. 
“No one else was present but the president and myself. 
“I promised to keep the cerem ony a secret. 
I have never m entioned 
the incident to anyone. 
I would not now give details of the oath repeated 
by the thirtieth president, had not Harry Daugherty’s book been published 
revealing the fact that Mr. Coolidge took two oaths to m ake legality of 
office certain.” 
Daugherty’ was attorney general from 1921-24. 
The legality of Coolidge’s first oath w as considered doubtful by 
Jam es M. Beck, then solicitor general, and now Republican representative 
from Pennsylvania. 
Beck today said he felt the first oath illegal, but 
would give no opinion beyond stating that his decision was on file at the 
department of justice. 
Cross-check by justice officials failed to reveal any record of such an 
opinion. 
It w as learned, however, that Beck based his action on certain 
formal points of law. 
So thoroughly w as he convinced that he urged Cool­ 
idge to swear a second oath.

THE NEW \ ORK SCANDAL- 
I here are two good reasons why the municipal scandals in 
New York City are of interest to the rest of the country. 
In the first 
place, Governor Roosevelt is a candidate for the presidency; in the 
second place, Manhattan, hke Chicago, has become a vast microscope 
in which the common evils of American municipal government are en­ 
larged so that they can be studied easily. 
ii is proper, then for us provincials to look into things a bit; and 
.Le most striking thing that meets out eyes is the catastrophic way in 
ihe accepted easy-going fnoral standards that we have permitted our 
public oiticials to adopt can bring forth evil. 
Defenders of Tammany’s regime in New York have cried'out 
indignantly that the Seabury investigation has not, except in a few in- 
s.ances. shown any actual, provable corruption. 
It has concerned it­ 
self, they complain, with the private affairs of public men, which are 
not the public’s business. 
Now that is precisely the point of the whole matter. 
We have 
let ourselves believe that a public official can have private affairs. 
We 
have let ourselves believe that there are certain perquisites that go 
with public office— perquisites of the “ honest graft’’ variety,’’ which 
may be slightly dubious morally but which do not really make any dif­ 
ference. 
And those assumptions are the cause of the whole trouble. 
If a man holding public office, at a salary of $6000 a year, 
manages during five years to bank $200,000— well, as Tammany’s de­ 
fenders say, that doesn’t really prove anything. 
But our standards for 
officeholders ought to be so strict that such a man would be thrown 
out on his ear without delay. 
What the Seabury evidence makes perfectly clear is that a pub­ 
lic official must stand up so straight that he leans over backward. 
He 
must avoid even the appearance of evil. 
He must not profit, even by 
the most indirect means from the fact that he is in an official position. 
A public official, in short, cannot have a private life. 
The 
strictest of all standards must be applied to him. 
Until we adopt such 
standards, and make them stick, we shall continue to have repetitions 
of this miserable business in New York.

try as that, it is evident that the fighting is being carried on in grim 
earnest. 
A Central American insurrection attended by such heavy 
casualties is nothing to laugh at. 


WRITING A LUXURY— 
Authors really can t afford to write books these days, accord­ 
ing to remarks made to the National Association of Book Publishers re­ 
cently by Mrs. Inez Haynes Irwin, president of the Authors’ League of 
America. 
I he profits are so small, considering the time and effort in­ 
volved in producing a book, that many authors have come to look 
on writing as a luxury. 
This, of course, is too bad; but, alter all, that has always been 
more oi less true, mid the present is probably not so much worse a time 
for authors than any other period. 
It is only the fortunate few who 
can really make any appreciable amount of money out of their books; 
the great majority - including, usually, the finest writers— must class 
writing as a luxury. 
Unless they have some inner incentive which is 
too strong to ignore, they are not likely to stick to it very long

Naturally m any petty and im aginary 
grievances com e in for discussion, but 
is a whole it is illum inating to thus 
yet the views of the average man, on 
the problems of the day. 
At present tax reduction is of the 
cremost importance. 
Mr. Joe Meyer, 
n 
Saturday’s

says 
‘W hy it’s alm ost cheaper to rent a 
house then to own one,” There should 
e no “alm ost” about that statem ent, 
as any home owner knows that it costs: 
more to live in his own house then it 
costs to live in a rented one. 
I own 
a very modest home and my taxes for 
1931 amounted to $10.65 per month. A 
few years ago a house of the sam e pre - 
jortions could easily be rented for this 
tem alone. 
It is true that we spend 
a great deal more money in building a 
bouse then we did in former years 
nd as the value increases, the taxes 
increase, so does the rent. 
However 
the interest on the initial investm ent, 
nsurance and upkeep will am ount to 
nearly as much as the 
rental 
of 
a 
house. 
Those are fixed charges and 
the taxes is the only Rem that m ay be 
reduced. 
Most of the writers in the forum pie!: 
oi 
isolated item s as causes for the in- 
crO'*ted taxes. 
Those are not funda­ 
mental reasons, the l’tal causes a le ap­ 
pal tnt and near at hard. The fault is 
that the average voter, in the .'“lection 
of candidates for office.

many y^ors selected sa n d e r s instead 
of savers. 
W hen a candidate for vub- 
lie off.ee is selected, the lirsr and only 
lequir. n tn t is that he should Le “a 
go. - 
tel'ow ” and if he has made a 
failure in his own affairs, sa much the 
better, “he needs it." 
As long as this 
attitude of the average voter prevails 
we may expect extravagance in tho 
expendition of public funds, w e get 
what we ask for. 
We will get econom y in government 
when we select men who are known 
to be econom ical in their own affairs 
and who are able to say “No" when 
unnecessary demands are made on the 
public funds. 
Temporarily som ething m ay be done 
to lower taxes, which is tho aim of tax 
(•eduction bodies. 
Mr. Donald B yao 
pointed out the way, in the meating, 
at the courthouse, last Saturday, by 
saying that business should receive the 
first consideration. 
We have several 
activities that account for very con­ 
siderable sums of the taxpayers’ mon­ 
ey. which have been inaugurated with 
~>ut the consent of a m ajority of the 
voters. 
While these activities may be good 
for some portions of the community, 
they may be considered 
as 
luxuries 
which we have com e to think of as ne- 
cessities. It is an open question wheth­ 
er or not they should be paid for out 
of the public treasure or paid for by 
the parties who receive the direct ben­ 
efit thereof. 
Even if these activities 
are justified from all points of view 
he question still remains, "eau we af­ 
ford them?” We do know thai ut one 
time we did very well without them 
and it is just possible that th L c lux­ 
uries could be dispensed with h i v id e ” 
to lighten the tax burden.
